About $300

Bootlegging in milk has grown 
|as serious in Germany as whisky 
(running in America, Charies Upson 
‘Clark, world traveler and student 
of economic conditions, told mem- 
|bers of the Friday Morning Club 
lyesterday in speaking on “The 
Current Furopean Situation.” 

In Germany today any one who 
gets more than a pint of milk «a 
week must have a physician's cer- 
\tificate. A friend of Mr. Clark who 


lived in tol4 by the 
hie daughter 


family doctor that

signed the certificate, but the au- 
thorities even then refused to give 
additional milk, intimating that 
the father was rich enough to 
bootleg. 

To save his child the father did 


for be was a law-abiding citizen.

_ times a week. In addition to the 
| price of the milk he paid ~ car 
fare of the farmer to and

MONEY AT LOW EBB 

| That such conditions in « ter- 
nalistic government, and milar 
conditions in Central Europe 
where law-breaking is constantly 
encouraged or made a necessity are 
a menace and one of the great 
causes of unrest In Europe today, 
wae one of the conclusions of the 
speaker who early this year made 
an extended tour of the continent 
interviewing prominent statesmen, 
bankers, professiona) and business 
j}men. During the war Mr. Clark 
was recognised as one of the best 
linformed and most useful of the 
American investigators and govern - 
ment workers in Europe. 

To illustrate the etriking de- 
preciation of money in that coun- 
try Mr. Clark etated that an ac- 
count he has in @ Frankfort bank 
that was worth $65, a sum he had 
left there to draw to pay for books 
he needed, is now worth just 17 
certs. A seven room apartment 
for whigh he paid $375 a year be- 
fore the war could now be leased 
Rhine could be bought for $309. 

“But who wants to live in a 
castie on the Rhine?” challenged 


many today that industrial condi- 
tions are not so bad as is gener- 
ally supposed, that the income 
from certain factories in Ger- 
many has been doubled since the 
war, is a dangerous fallacy, Mr. 
Clark stated. Even those who 


of the mark do not realize how 
great is the depreciation. As an 
example of this Mr. Clark cited 
the income of a friend in Frank- 
fort whose factory yielded him 
an income of 20,000,000 marks be- 
fore the war, an equivalent of 
$5,000,000. Now he receives twice 
as many marks but that sum of 
49,000,000 must be divided by 
seventy to estimate its dollar 
value. 
CHEAP LUNCHES 

During his stay in Frankfort 
Mr. Clark often took the editor of 
the Frankfort Zeitung out to 
lunch with him, the wife of the 
editor accompanying them. He 
paid 85 cents for the three meals 
which he said was a bargain for 
him in return for the accurate in- 
formation he received from both 
the man and the woman. ‘The 
former, he sald, was a dis- 
tinguished scholar and scientist. 
who could speak seven languages 
and his wife was famous as «4 
sculptor and artist. Their com- 
bined income was $12 a month, so 
the lunches were a God-send to 
him. He was @ lecturer of note as 
public men in Frankfort frequent- 
ly are. He had to lecture eight 
times before large and interested 
sudiences to earn the price of a 
pair of shoes for his son. This 
was during the current year. 

In Austria the average profes- 
sional man now is spending 8&5 
per cent of his income for food 
with extraordinary discrepancies 
in prices. For a steamer rug he 
paid 40,000 crowns or kronine. 
and 1000 for a cab to take him « 
very, short distance when he left 
the country. 

In similar, intimate, first- 
hand way Mr. Clark reviewed the 
conditions in Rumania, Poland. 
Czecho-Slavokia and Russia. In 
Rumania conditions are better 
than elsewhere because 86 per 
cent of the men ere farmers and 
farmers have wealth. The indus- 
trial countries suffer most after a 
war. The fact that Russia is «a 
farming country may prove her 
salvation, he stated. 

A friendship with the Ambroi- 
sian librarian at Milan, a “Doctor 
Ratti,” that lasted tbhrough4 
eighteen years, both Mr. Clark and 
the “Doctor” being scientific 
students in the same line. culmi- 
nated in a friendship with the 
Pope who now resides in the 
Vatican. — 

Mr. Clark epoke of the fine 
mental attainments of the present 
Pope. Most significant of all facts 
in relation to the Pontiff. Mr. 
Clark said, is the fact that during 
all the vears he had known the 
prelate he had been working for 
a reunion of the Greek Orthodox 
church and the Roman Catholic. 
This fact in relation to the present 
well-developed movement to unite 
the Greek Church with the Church 
of England is deeply significant, 
according to the speaker.
